Shaw's pro.secution and the 
demonoingists will find that 
their demons will gradually fade 
away like old soldiers.

Where EJE asstires (he 
reader that no one should pay 
much heed to the DA's raniing 
and ravings .Time quietly men 
tions the fact that not al’ the
